The New Tariff Disappointing. 
The new tariff bill is making a 


wretched showing by way of furnishing 
government receipts at the custom 
houses, and the tariff reformers are very 
much distressed about it. The receipts 
in the treasury under the first month's 
operations of the new law fell over 
$7,500,000 short of the expenditures, and 
the present indications are that the 
month of October.will be more unsatis- 
factory still. It will notfbe a matter of 
much surprise to see the new law, which 
produced a deficit of $7,701,790 in its 
first month, bring a deficit of at least 
$10,000,000 in its second month. This 
falling off in the second month is indi- 
cated by the fact that the first

of the new law to get the market. As 
before stated this condition of things is 
discouraging to the Democratic leaders 
who expected that the lower duties 
would largely increase importations and 
thus swell receipts in the treasury.
